_ SEQUEL TO A HOTEL CECIL 

BANQUET. 


At the Old’ Bailey Jost month, , Afr. 
Justice Rowlatt,’, acntenced Hugh Daly 
(24), who’ was found, guilty of having 
thrown a°''bomb” atthe Hotel Cecil: 
on St. Patrick’s-Night, to o year in the: 
second division. Duly, “a cellarman at 
‘an hotel in Fleet Street, Was charged 
with “casting a certain destructive sub; 
stance at the Prime Minister and other 
persons with intent to do grievous bodily 
harm, and having in his possession divers 
dangerous things with intent to commit 
felony.” “He pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Percival Clarke, for the Director 
of Public Prosecutions, ssid that about 
fourteen or fifteen hundredpersons at-

tended the. banquet, Daly, who was in}. 


the gallery, enquired of a clergyman 
beside him whether it was ‘the Prime 
Minister when | the chairman, Mr. 
Jeremiah MacVengh, was speaking. Ee 
appearéd to get nervons about the rising 
of the Premier, and. when, the Prime 
Minister rose to speak he .threw'in his 


direction, either at him or somcone near, 


what might be described as a bqmb. It 
was o cardboard perforated exlinder with 
a lighted fuse attached, the fuse passing, 
into some powder in a bag inside.

Lord Shaftesbury, whose birthday was 
April 26th in the year 1601, has been more 
fortunate than Howard. His oficial 
Biography, it is true, is heavy reading, 
but be his. been fortunate in his: last bio- 
graphers, Mr. and Mrs. Hammond, who 
wrote the volume describing him as one o 
the Makers of the Nineteenth Century. 
They. have done for himr something of 
shat Mr. Coupland receatly accomplish- 
ed for. William Wilberforce, and if their 
picture is not as-attractive, 
in the main with their’ subject, and not 
with them. Shaftesbury had no sense of 
humour: bis eyes can, pever have twink: 
led a3.did those of his great predecessor; 
tor had be any period of-youth in ony 
way comparable to those delightful, years. 
in. which Wilberforce frolicked happily 
with the ‘younger Pitt, ‘before the latter 
hed “developed into ‘‘ the Heaven-born
